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REORGANIZATION 
PLAN ANNOUNCED 


BY GOV. DAVIS 


Nine Departments Will Op- 
' crate Stale Government 


Under Plan. 


Each Department Will Have 


Director In Charge 


Named Bv Davis. 


Columbus. Feb. 24.—The administra- 


tion bill providing for reorganization of 
state departments, an outline of which 
was made public yesterday, will he 
ready for introduction in the legislature 
early next week before recess is taken 
over the presidential inauguration. The 
bill now is practically ready for intro- 
duction, it is said. 


As outlined in a statement issued )iy 


Governor Davis and the joint reorgan- 
ization committee of the legislature, 
present .departments, boards and com- 
missions will be merged into nine de- 
partments, finance, commioreo. public 
works, "agriculture. heaSiCi. (industrial 
relations, examinations, education and 
public 
welfare. 
Hoards and 
depart- 


ments having similar duties are merged 
under tin; appropriate department. 


Over each of the nine departments 


is to .bo a director, appointed by the 
governor whoso term of office shall be 
co-extensive with that of tho chief ex- 
ecutive. He will be subject to removal 
l>y the governor at will. Each director 
may appoint, subject to the governor's 
approval, advisory boards, but with no 
authority of administrative character. 


H.ifh division is to have two or more 


departments, presided over by a chief 
appointed by tho director and remov- 
able at tho 
pleasure- of tho 
clirecltr. 


Kaeh director may have an assistant- 
assigned to specify duties. Tho num- 
ber'of division"! within a departme"-'. is 
to be kept to tho minimum. 


Salaries of heads of proposed depart- 


ments and chiefs of divisions arc not 
mentioned in the outline. 


Duties now devolving upon elective 


officials, 
secretary of state, 
attorney 
gor.eral. auditor and treasurer, are not 
to be interested with oxcopt in a few 
instances, whore some activity is givo;1, 
to some ono of tho new department 
or an activity ono of the present de- 
partments is added. 


The stato tax commission, public util- 


ities 
commission 
and the 
industrial 


commission are to remain as constituted 
but will exercise only their ciuasi-jiuli- 
cial functions, their administrative f-.-a- 
tures being' transferred to one or an- 
other of the proposed new departme v.s. 


Tho 
department 
of fin'.inco would 


handle all budgetary matters and as- 
sume the administrative features of the 
tax commission. 
. The commerce department would ho 
made up of the present departments, 
insurance, fire marshal, banks, buildings 
and loan associations and oil inspection. 
It also would handle the administrative 
features of tho public utilities comrn';- 
sion.

bo formed by a merging of tho present 
duties of that department with that of 
tho state highway dopa.-tmo-nt. stato 
architect and engineer. waterways and 
parks, purchase and printing.

Governors Special Commit- 


tee Will Draw.Up Recom-

today began formulating recommenda- 
tions which it expects to make to the 
governor early next week looking to a 
permanent 
solution of the 
taxation 
problem. 


No indication was given at the meet- 


ing last nigh; as to what the commit- 
tee intends recommending. Dr. W. O. 
Thompson, speaking for the governor's 
committee said the members of this 
committee hud not themselves agreed 
on what the report would be. 


Uepresentative Harry I). Silver, au- 


thor of the resolution proposing a con- 
stitutional amendment to abolish the 
uniform rule, which the governor and 
his special committee are said to favor, 
defended his proposal and denied that 
it was 
a classification 
proposal 
as 
Charged. 


Silver said this plan, if the resolu- 


tions were adopted, was to provide by 
law for a general income tax to raise 
revenues to support the. government. 
His resolution', if adopted by the people 
would limit the tax on' real estate to 
one and one half per cent. He said an 
income lax was not workable under the 
uniform rule.

Note Is Taken Up By Su- 


preme 
Council of 


League. 


U. S. Will Insist on Voice In 


Disposing of Germany's 


Island Possessions. 


Paris, Feb. 2-1.—The 
United States 


government in its note to the council of 
the League of Nations on the question 
of mandates claims an equal concern and 
interest with the other principal .illied 
and assgciated powers in the overseas 
possessions of Germany and in their 
disposition. 
v 


This was shown today when the note 


sent by the American state department 
and laid before the council of the League 
of Nations yesterday was made public. 
The council again took up the1 'note 


this morning, considering it with par- 
ticular reference to this claim advanced 
by 
the 
United States, Some of the 


other members held that America had 
forfeited such right by witlidrawing.'as 
nn associated power, from the supreme 
council. In the- summary of tin- note. 
which was made public Wednesday, it 
was revealed'that the United States de- 
clared it had never given its consent 
that the Island of Yap, an important 
link in the chain of communications in 
the Pacific, be included 'in the terri- 
tories subjected 
to the 
mandate of 


Japan. 


The principal feature of the note, in 


addition to the points contained in the 
summary, was the American contention 
of equal right and interest in disposing 
of Germany's overseas possessions. 


"As one; of the principal allied and 


associated powers, the United States has 
equal concern and inseparable interest 
with the other principal allies and asso- 
ciated powers in the overseas 
posses- 


sions of G-ermany and consequently an 
equal voice in their disposition, which 
it is respectfully submitting cannot be 
undertaken or effected without its con- 
sent."

Referring to the attribution of the 


Island of Yap to Japan the note reads: 


"While this government never as- 


sented to the inclusion of the Island of 
Yap in the proposed, mandate to Japan, 
it may be pointed out that even if one 
or more of the other principal allied 
and associated powers were under mis- 
apprehension as to the inclusion of the 
island in the reported decision of May 
1, 1919, never the le*;s in the 
notes 


above mentioned the United States gov- 
ernment makes clear, its position." 


(Presumably the notes referred to are 


those sent by the 
United 
States to 


Great Britain of June 23 last with the 
copies submitted to the French, and 
Italian governments. 
The 
notes set 


forth the American position on the re- 
sponsibility of mandatory powers. The 
Japanese mandate was approved by the 
council of the league December 17 in 
Geneva.) 
These notes were addressed »to the 


respective 
governments 
above men- 


tioned before an agreement had been 
reached on the mandatory covering the 
former German islands in the Pacific. 
Therefore the position taken 'by the 
President on behalf of this government 
clearly set forth, necessarily had the 
result of effectively withdrawing any 
suggestion or implication of assent, mis- 
takenly imputed to this government, 
long before December 17, 1920, the date 
of the council's meeting in Geneva.

WITH HARDING 


Long Established Custom 


Will Be Followed Next 
Week When New Presi- 
dent Takes Office.

son will follow the long established cus- 
tom of riding to the capitol with the 
incoming president on March 4 under 
plans of the 
congressional 
inaugural 


committee, approved by the president, 
it was announced today at the White 
House.

Whether Mr. Wilson will attend the 


inaugural ceremonies has not yet been I 
made .known. Should he 
do so he 


probably will ride with Mr. Harding to i 
the White House but if he does not'at- 
tend he -will go direct from 'the capitol 
to his new home on S street. 
] 
Four troops of cavalry numbering 330 


officers and men, will escort the presi- 
dent and president-elect to the capitol 
and. then accompany Mr. Harding to the 
White House. 
From the. White House the procession 


will move over Pennsylvania avenue 
to the capitol. There the president and 
probably Mr. Harding will enter the 
president's room where Mr. Wilson will 
sign the bills passed 
in the closing 


hours of congress. 


After the new 
vice president 
has 


taken the oath in the senate chamber 
and has delivered 
his inaugural ad- 
dress the guests will proceed to the 
steps at the oast front of the capitol, 
where Mr. Harding will ho sworn in. 


As soon as he finishes his inaugural 


address the new president will depart 
for the White House. 


Mr. Harding will take the oath in a 


stand 30 feet square which has been 
erected on the steps. This stand will ac- 
comodate onjy tho president-elect, Chief 
Justice Whitb the members of the con- 
gressional committee and a few others. 
Other guests will stand during the cere- 
monies. 
Besides marines and cavalry, 500 reg- 


ulars from Cnmp Meade, Maryland, wi!l 
bo brought to Washington on the morn- 
ing of March 4 for guard duty along. 
Pennsylvania avenue.

Harding 
completes forma- 


tion,, of his cabinet ho is giving increas- 
ing attention to the- first big adminis- 
trative task he will undertake as presi- 
dent—the reorganization of the execu- 
tive machinery of the government. De- 
layed plans have not yot taken form 
but it is known thai Mr. Harding has 
in mind sweeping changes in many of 
the government departments and bu- 
reaus, and that he expects to enlist the 
work of reorganization some of the 
ablest administrators he caii find. 
He 


is understood to have told some of his 
advisers that he regards the chairman- 
ship of the reorganization ^commission 
as.a post virtually on u par with cabi- 
net portfolio. 


Congress has already created a com- 
mittee to work out a plan for simpli- 
fication of the exoculivf branch with a 
view to preventing duplication of work 
and cutting down the government pay- 
roll. 
It 5s expected that this commit- 


tee will work in close cooperation with 
the reorganization agency to be appoint- 
ed by Mr. Haniing," though the latter 
body will be abel to give its undivided 
attention to the task and to make ex- 
haustive 
study of , conditions 
than 


would be undertaken by members of 
congress. 


Some, mention of the reorganization 


project is expected in Mr. Harding's 
inaugural address and it' is possible 
that some enabling legislation may be 
requested of the special session of con- 
gress that is to meet in April. The first 
six months of .the new administration 
probably will see iho preliminary study 
•well under way though it may be much 
longer before definite recommendations 
can be formulated. 
One of the biggest innovations to bo 


proposed will be the establishment of 
a, separate department of public wel- 
fare, for which Mr. Harding outlined 
his plans in a general way during the 
campaign. -He contemplates the trans- 
fer to this department of several of 
the bureaus now working under other 
departments and in addition there are 
to bo a numbf-r of entirely new bu- 
reaus to deal with 
various 
welfare 


problems. 


A ""division of industrial research is 


to be built up, possibly 
taking over 


some of the present 
functions of the 


bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce ,to make a comparatively study 
of prices and 
industrial 
conditions 


throughout the world. 
It is believed 


it will be possible, on the other hand, 
to abolish entirely some of the existing 
sub-divisions of the executive depart- 
ments or at least to combine them with 
other agencies now duplicating a large 
part of their work. 
involved in the task will be many 
broad questions of permanent policy, 
such as tho proposal 
to 
abolish the 


Chipping board and put a different sort 
of executive body in its place. 
One 


suggestion that has been made to' the 
president-elect 
is 
that 
tho 
various 
government agencies, now dealing with 
shipping and 
railway 
problems be 


brought together in a new executive 
department of transportation. 
Selecting his cabinet members. Mr. 
Harding has kept 
the reorganization 


plans constantly in mind and from the 
outset of his administration he will in- 
sist that every secretary givo fullest 
co-operation in securing 
an 
efficient 


redistribution of executive 
functions. 


He is understood to foel that jealousies 
among department heads 
have pre- 
sented some needed reforms in the past 
and to be anxious that the members 
of his official family work rather for 
the. good of the 
whole 
government 
than 
for 
the 
prestige of any one 


branch of it.

New York, Feb. 24.—Herbert HooVer 


declared in a statement today 
had left it to President-elect 
__ 


to decide whether he could be of more 
service as secretary of commerce Or _ 
director of European relief. 


In a statement dictated to the Asso- 


ciated Press Mr. Hoover said: 


"I left it to Mr. Harding to deter- 


mine whether he considered I can be 
of more service to the public aa secre- 
tary of commerce or carrying- out the 
public trust already entrusted to. me 
as a private citizen." 


Asked if he would enter the cabinet 


if his views were met, he said he had 
not "put it up to Mr. Harding in that 


"It was not a question of "take it 
or leave it" he said. 


Other considerations 
entering into 


tho matter, 
Mr. Hoover continued, 


concerned the European relief adminis- 
tration. He declared he had 
under- 


taken the responsibility 
of directing 


the 
expenditure of thirty 
or 
forty 


million dollars in Eu-ope-^money con- 
tributed by people of 'America—and he 
must continue to have general direction 
over that expenditure. 


"As 
the 
department of commerce 
stands today," 
Mr. Hoover said "it 


consists Jargely of a group of scienti-

New Method of Identification. 


Not only are the finger prints of ev- 


ery human being different but the po- 
sition of the bones of the fingers, and 
also the shape of the nails are differ- 
ent. Doctor Beclere, a well-known stu- 
dent of radiography, utilizes this fact 
in a new method for identifying crimi- 
nals. The method consists ill making 
an X-ray photograph of the hand, 
showing the bones and the fingernails. 
Ordinarily such it photograph would 
not show the flesh, but in order that 
the record may he complete the fingers 
are soaked In an opaque wait, by 
means of which all the lines and marks 
are clearly shown. 
Doctor P.eclere 


considers that the possibility afforded 
by bis discovery of keeping a record 
of nails as well as of. linger prints 
should prove of the greatest use in 
identifying criminals. 


Vast Wealth in Liberia.

that -Liberia, in West Africa, had just 
come into view as very rich in natural 
resource:*, both agricultural and min- 
eral. It is nearly a* large as the state 
of Xew York, fronts on the Atlantic 
for about 300 miles and its coast belt 
is only about 
twenty 
miles wide. 


North of the coast belt the whole 
country is a vast forest, through 
which Sir Alfred Sharpe of England 
lias recently penetrated. He has in- 
formed the Royal Geographical 
so- 


ciety of -tlie enormous population of 
this, till now, unknown forest land 
and of the unexpected resources, in- 
cluding gold and other mineral*, that 
await development there.
